past year,” announced ^Aiiss 
M ar­ 
garet Donnan of Indianapolis when 
she talked before the members of her 
class Saturday afternoon 
at 
the 
home of Mrs. H arrie Jones in North 
H arrison street. 'She gave a 
short 
but very interesting review of 
the 
book Which gives conditions in Eng­ 
land previous to the w ar and during 
its continuation. Mr. Brittling speaks 
both from ¡the standpoint of the al­ 
lies and the Germans. 


“The most touching p art of the 
book is in the attitude of Mr. B rit­ 
tling tow ard his son, Hugh, and his 
first wife,” she said. 
“Mr. Brittling, 
in -pite of his patriotism , is glad that 
his -on is two years too young to go 
to war and believes surely that 
the 
war will be over before his son can 
go. 
Hugh, the -on, however, goes io 
a training camp and deceives them
